Washington, November  27.—DVespire 
official reticence, information from re- 
Hable sources bas been obtained of an 
agreement of far-reaching importance 
between the United States and Japan 
covering the policy of the two countries 
in the Pacific: 

The agreement is based on the idea 
of encouraging and defending free and 
peaceful commercial development in the 
Pacifid It contains not only a mutua! 
guarantee to respect each other's terri- 
torlal possessions there, but defines the 
attitude of the two countries toward 
“hina. binding each to defend, by every 
peafeful means, China’s independence 
and integrity, and to give equal.com- 
merical opportunity in the Chinese em- 
rire to all nations. But more impor'- 
ant still, the agreement in the event of 
complications, threatening the status 
cuo, binds the United States and Japan 
to eonsult each other with a view to 
eecting together. 

Encourage Commerce Development. 


The agreement h been drawn up in 
the form of a declaration, and consists 
of five articles,/of which the following 
‘s an accurate and faithful d@scription: 

The first article gives expression t>) 
the wish of the two governments to en- 
courage the free and peaceful develop- 
ment of their commerce in the Pacific. 

The second is a mutual disclaimer of 
ar aggressive design. and contains, also, 
a definition of the policy of each gov- 
erninent, both as directed to the main-! 
tenance of the existing -status quo 
the Pacffie and the defense of the prin- 
ciple of equal opportunity for com- 
merce and industry in China. 

The third article contains a qyatement 
6? the consequent “firm’’ reciprocal res- 
Olution of each government to respect 
the territorial possession in the Pacific 
of the other. 

Independence for China. 


Yn the fourth article the United States 
and Japan express their 
‘fn the common interest of all the pow- 
ers’ in China to support, “by all peace- 
ful means at their disposal,’ the inde- 
pen@enee and integrity of China, and 
the principle of equal commercial and 
inéustrial opportunity for ali nations in 
the empire. 

The fifth drticlé mutualivy pledges tne 
two governments in the case of “the 
occurréenc of any event dhreatening 
the status quo, as above described, or 
the priciple of equal Opportunity, as 
defined.” to communicate with each 
ether for the purpose of arriving at a 
mutual understanding with regard to 
measures they may censider it use- 
ful to take.

Hot Springs, Ark., November 27.—At 
his réquest, Paul A. McDonald, a s0- 
licitor in the employ of a local news- 
Paper, was assigned to room No. 23 at 
a hotel here tonight. A few minutes 
later the guests were attracted by 
heavy breathing in the room, and.when 
attaches of the hotel entered McDon- 
ald was found unconscious, having 
swallowd thirty grains of morphine. 
His death Occurred several hours later. 

MéDonald, whose home was in At- 
lanta, Ga., was 35 years of age, and 
hag served as a lieutenant in the sig- 
nat-¢orps of the United States army 
daring the Spanish-American war. As 
to the cause of the suicide’ nothing can 
be ascertained. 

A note either in code or crude short- 
hand wae found, but has not yet been 
deciphered. | 

*MeDonald looked very weary when 
hé entered,’ said the clerk of the hotel. 

‘He insisted on room 23 andéeI gave 
it to him, thinking nothing of the mat- 
ter.

Two cases of one of the 
Puzzling diseases known to the medica) 
science have recantly turned up at the 
Gredy hospital, and one of’ them has 
baffied the internew and attending doc- 
tors to the extent of’the death of the 
patient. The other “fs 
and at any time may’ prove fatal. 

The disease referred to in the cases 
of the two patients is kKnowm as “‘pella- 
€ra,” and it is said to be rapidly spread- 
ing throughout the south, principally 
among the members of the negro race. 
It ig said \to result frem the consump- 
tion of corn not properly ripened. 

On November 19 Mrs. Emma Fain, 37 
years of age, of 84 Garibaldi street, 
was hrought to the hospital to be 
treated for the disease. he died two 
days later, in spite of heroic efforts to 
save her life. She had been siick f@ 
quite a while previousiy, it is said. 
The trouble is thought to have arisen 
from the table use of corn bread. 

Some months ago Mrs. Sallie Smith, 
aged 34 years, of 14 Rhinehart street, 
was brought to the hospital with a sim- 
ilar complaint. Her condition is said to 
be grave, and her chance~for uitimate 
recovery is said to be slim. 

The character of the new disease is 
peculiar. It is said by experts to grad- 
ually fasten itself on the Victim, many 
years being required in some cages to 
become fatal. Its mature is said to be 
poisonous. Some six ccses of nellaigra 
have been noted by the medical pro- 
fession in Atlanta. Of these four are 
reported to have been fatal, while twe 
patients survived,

~ NOT RECOGNIZED 


Haiti Unable to Keep Port 
Closed 


TWO PORTS HELD BY REBELS 


Secretary of the Interior Is Held a 
Prisoner by the Rebels, Who 
Are in Possession of Jer- 
emie—Damage to 
Commerce. 


. Washington, November 27.—Haiti's 
“paper’’ blockade of the ports of Aquin 
and Jeremie, which the government ad- 
mits its inability to make effective by 
force Of arms, will not be recognized 
by the state department. 

Notice to this effect has been sent to 
the American minister, Furness, at Port- 
au-Princé,. who cabled that he had been 
notified that the ports declared biock- 
aded also had been declared closed to 
commerce by the Haitien autiborities, 
who also had notified the local steam- 
ship agents that merchandise for then 
must be landed at the capital. 

Acquiescence in this, the minister 
said, would seriously affect American 
firms, which have sold to houses ship- 
ping through- Aguin and Jeremie. At 
néither place, Mr. Furness says, ‘has the 
government force to maintain a block- 
ade. . 

Other features of the minister's ad- 
vices are that the government of Haiti 
acknowledges’ the revolutionists have 
Jeremie, and that the secretary of the 
interior is a prisoner in their hands. A 
(verman vessel has arrived from New 
York with a cargo for Jeremie. 

According to Haitien law, it requires 
an act of congress to open ports, and 
it is not within the executive preroga- 
tive to close them. 

Leconte Not Killed. 

Port-au-Prince, Hayti, November 27.— 
General Leeonte, who was reported a 
few days ago to have been killed at 
Jeremie by the revolutionists, arrived 
here today. He got away from Jeremie 
in @a@ rowboat with four officers and 
two sailors, and after being at sea for 
thkee days without provisions, finally 
succeeded, in reaching land at Petit 
@oave. The general declares that the 
reports that three men had been put to 
death at Jeremie on his orders were un- 
founded. ‘ 

Leconte has resumed the duties of min- 
ister of the interior, and General Au- 
guste, who was given this post when 
Leconte was thought to be dead, has 
been made minister of public works, in 
succession to M. Laraque, who has re- 
signed. 

Three divisions of experienced troops 
left here today for the south to take 
the fleld against the rebels. The French 
school ship Duguay Trouin is expected 
here any day for~ the protection. of 
French interests,

Woman Wrole Letters, Then 


Shot Hersel

DEATA CAREFULLY PLANNED 


Actress and Piaywright Shot HMer- 
self, Following the Example of 
Wallick! on Whese Farm 
She Had Lived—Left 

Story of Life. 


New York, November @7,—Using «a 
pillow to muffle the report of a re- 
volver, Mrs. Eleanor Merren Cowper, @ 
talented playwright and actress, shot 
herself in the right temple today In an 
apartment at the, St. Regis hotel. 38 
was rendered unconscious and is dying. 

Before making the attempt at self- 
destruction, Mrs. Cowper wrote a nhum- 
Hber of letters, One to her lawyer, an- 
other to the coroner, a-third to an 4in 
dertaker and a fourth to John Hood, 
friend. In the letters she apprised the 
four persons of her intention to commit 
suicide. 

At about the moment Mrs. Cowper 
pressed her finger to the trigger of the 
revolver, the letter addressed to John 
Hood was being delivered. Mr. Hood 
glanced through the first few lines, 
grabbed his coat and hat and ran to 
the St. Regis hotel. He was breathiess 
when he told the clerk of the letter he 
had received. 

The clerk secured a pass key and 
hurried to the room of Mrs. Cowper, 
accompanied by Mr. Hood and a maid 
employed in the hotel. They found Mrs. 
Cowper lying in bed with a pillow still 
over her head and the revoiver clutched 
in her hand. The bed clothing was 
stained crimson. 


Carefully Planned Her Death. 


Investigation revealed that Mrs. Cow- 
per had made careful preparations <0 
end her life. In addition to writing a 
letter to her lawyer, County Judge H. 
B. Royce, of Middletown, N. Y., to take 
charge of her body, Mrs. Cowper had 
ordered an undertaker to prepare her 
body for burial, and she had painstak- 
ingly written a brief autobiography of 
her life. 

The biographical sketch stated that 
Mrs, Cowper was born in England, and 
that she came to this country at the 
age of 3 months. Her maiden name 
was Eleanor Merron. Her stage career 
began in Boston in a production caliei 
*“Youth.”’ Mrs. Cowper gives a list of 
the various productions she appeared in. 

Mrs. Cowper wrote four plays which 
were produced on Broadway. They were, 
“Dairy Farm,” ‘In Love,’ “A Broadway 
Favorite’’ and “A Last Rehearsal.’’ 

Mrs. Cowper does not give the date of 
her marriage, referring briefly to the 
| fact. that her nusband, Archibald Cow- 
per, was an actor and that he died 
three Vears ago. Practically her only 
home life, she wrote, was when she 
lived on the farm of James H. Wallick, 
at Middletown, N. Y. Mr. Wallick, 
who was 66 years old, collaborated with 
her in a number of the plays she wrote, 

Followed Wallick’s Example. 


Last April Mr. Wallick committed sui- 
cide and his tragic death seemed to 
have made a deep impression on Mrs. 
Cowper. He committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himse)f in the right temple. Mrs. 
Cowper tried to kill herself in identical- 
ly the same manner today. The police 
endeavored to get into telephone com- 
munication witn Judge Royce, of Mid- 
dietown. and learned toat he was on 
his way to New York, having recéived 
a letter from Mrs. Cowper saying she 
intended to kill herself. He arrived at 
the hotel to find the police in charge of 
the dying woman. 

In tne letter Mrs. Cowper wrote to 
Judge Rovce she asked him to notify 
her parents in New Hampshire of her 
death and to take charge of tne body. 
She asked that ner wvady be cremated. 

Mrs. Cowper was not»removed from 
her apartments at the hotel, as the doc- 
tors said that to do so would probably 
hasten her di th.

The price of fertilizers has, in conse- 
beem reduced $2 per ton up to 
the present tume. On the 1,000,000 tons 
annually used by the farmers of Geor- 
gia this means a saving of $2,000,000. 

Georgia is the largest con- 
suners of commercial fertilizers in the 
the use having increased 400 
vears. It requires a 
ton of acid to make a ton of fertilizers. 
One company in Ducktown, Tenn., is 
now manufacturing 4,000 tons of acid 
per day. 

A movement is now on foot, as report- 
ed in recent news dispatches from New 
York, the orgamization of an _ in- 
dependent fertilizer company with a 
capital of $75,000,000. This corporation 
is to be controlled by interests identified 
with the Tennessee Copper Company. 

The $10,000,000 chemical company re- 
cently organized to handle the sulphuric 
acid output of the Tennessee Copper 
Company will be the chief swbsidiary 
of the new organization. The size af 
this corporation is the best evidence of 
the future anticipated for the acid 
phosphate plant. 

Lewissohn Brothers of New York, who 
are the principal owners of the Tennes- 
see property, are the financial powers 
back of the new deal.

The Tennessee Copper Company has 
recently completed the laftgest sulphuric 
acid plant in the world, and the Duck- 
town company has a plant in course of 
erection second only to that of the Ten- 
nessee Copper Company, and several 
times larger than the next biggest plant. 
The erection of these plants necessitated 
not only the building of enormous steel 
and lead structures, but the entire re- 
modeling, tearing down @nd rebuilding 
of the furnaces and copper smelting 
and refining plant, requiring an outlay 
rurtfhing into the millions of dollare and 
many times the cost of the smelting 
plant. 

At the Tennessee Copper Company 
works the cubie contents of the steel 
and lead acid plant is as great as that 
of any of Atlanta’s skyscrapers, with

Visit of Government Inspectors. 


The bureau of chemistry of the United 
States departnent of agriculture has had 
experts al the Tennessee Copper Com- 
pany plant the past week to inspect the 
acid, and it is stated these experts 
found the acid plant would 4o all claim- 
ed for it; large quantities of acid 
was dally being made, and that by con- 
densation of the fumes, all gnjury to 
the surrounding Georgia territory could 
be avoided.

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Vast Development Expected. 


The farmers of the south are already 
reaping the benefits of the completed 
plant, which is not as vet operated to 
capacity. They will probably profit 
even more in the near future when 
both plants are in full blast. 

The chief cost of fertilizer other than 
of the cotton seed kind is the sulphuric 
acid contents, almost a ton of acid be- 
ing required to make a ton of phos- 
phate. At the time Georgia’s suit was 
heard all commerctal sulphuric acid 
was manufactured from sulphur ores 
most of which was imported from 
Spain. at a cost to the manufacturer of 
about $6.50 per ton, and sulphuric acid 
was selling at $10.40 per ton. 

Drop in Price of Fertilizers. 


With the opening of the Tennessee 
Copper Company's plant, although but 
partially in commission, fertilizer 
prices immediately dropped. In manv 
localities the reduction was about $2 
per ton.\ 

The new $10,000,000 chemical com- 
pany is formed to handle the sulphuric 
acid outhut of the Tennessee ‘plants. 
This it proposes to sell to the ‘inde- 
pendent fertilizer mixers and manufarc- 
turerers at from $4 to $5 per ton ters 
than half the former price. There are 
in Georgia alone about two hundred 
fertilizer mixers and manufacturers. 
most of whom purchase their acid in 
the open market.. 

Low Prices From Competition.

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In consequence of the reduction 
the cost of acid, they will be able 
make a corresponding reduction in 
price of fertilizers to the farmers. 

The competition furnished by the en- 
trance into the field of a new inde- 
pendent company with a_ capital of 
$75,000,000. as announced in recent dis- 
patches from New York, will hardly 
have the effect of putting up prices.

The reports of the commissioner of 


} agriculture of Georgia and five sur- 
rounding states show an annual con- 
sumption of 2,000,000 tons of fertilizers 
in this section. 

Not only is sulphuric acid necessary 
in the manufacture of fertilizer, but 
‘large quantities are usé¢d in stee!|- 
making. in the manufacture of al! 
other acids, in paper-making. in the 
preparation or refining of sugar, starch, 
glucose and effervescent drinks. The 
manufacture of high explosives and 
smokless powder requires large quan- 
tities of selphuric acid, as does the 
refining of oils and benzines, and°many 
other enterprises depend upon the sup- 
Ply of sulphuric acid. 

The manufacture of a formerly harm- 
ful and waste gas into a product an- 
nually reaching the value of millions 
of dollars, not only means the cregtion 
of a new product, but a saving to the 
country of the large amount which 
heretofore. went to pay for imported 
sulpnur ores. 

In no other gmelters in America are 
there such acid plants as those of the 
Tennessee companies. The enormous 
cost of erection, in addition to the 
difficulties to be overcome, prevented 
development in this line until Georgia. 
by her guit. forced the research ex- 
periments and heavy outlay required. 
The state. in following the suggestion 
of the supreme court, has given time 
for experiménts to warrant the build- 
ing of the plants and opportunity for 


their erection.
